HERE is no queſtion, conſidering the great Grievance of our 
Bad Money, but many Propoſals will be made to Your Honours 
. for Redreſſipg the ſame; . wherefore, among the reſt, I preſume, 
a ſecond Time, humbly to offer my Opimon, as follows. 


P2opoſal x. 7 H 4 7 all the Old Money be called in, and new Coin'd 
inta Mill'd Money, of, or near, the intrinfick Value of Silver 
Bullion, and Standard Fineneſs, according to all by-paſt 
Cuſtom in the like Caſe. | 


AND here it ſeems.neceſhry to fix the Price of Bullion, to prevent the 
Deſigns of i/ Men, who will elſe beever Hoiſting the Bu/lion above the Coins. 


P2opoſal 2. THAT the Old Money be Exchang'd for the ſame, Talt 
for Tale, without reſpeft to Weight or Goodneſs. 


P2opoſal 3. FOR the better Conveniency of a New Cy let a ſuffi 
cient and ſure Fund be ſettled by AG of Parliament to in- 
' Courage the bringing in of all uſeleſs and ſuperfluous Silver 
Plate ( ſuch as Tankards, Cups, Pots, &c. in publick Houſes) 
at certain Intereſt, and at the Currant Price : which Silver 
being firſt Coined into Mill'd Money, /et a Proclamation 
be iſſued for the Calling ſo much of the Old Money 7», 
as the New Coin'd amounts to : Then Coin the Old into 
New of zutrinſick Value of Silver Bullion, and let 
an' equal quantity of the Remaining Old be called in, to 
anſwer the Produdt of the Firſt ; and ſo do till all be new 
Minted, By this Method the Mint will be immediately 
ſet at Work, and the Running Caſh will not be in the leaſt 
diminiſhed, during the New Coinage ; which is a Convenience 
by no means to be overlooked in a Trading Countrey, and in 
an Afﬀair of this Nature. 


Popolal 4. ZE7 the Broad and Mill'd Money be call'd in Firſt, and 
Chang d, and prohibited paſſing. after a certain Day prefix'd, 
which will prevent Melting down, and the further increaſe of 
our Clipp'd aud Bad Money, and help conſiderably to make 
good the Loſs*that will be in the ſame. 


Þ:;opoſal 5. 7H 47 Three New Mills be added to the Tower Mint, 
(where there is Conveniency enough for Ten ) and ſo the whole 
Buſineſs of a New Coinage will be perform'd in about a Tear

P;opolal 6. 7 AT the Guinneas fall gradually to their Tntrinfick Value 
mn #n Bullion by One Penny the firſt Day of every Month; which 
will be effefted before the Completion of the New Coinage 
of our Silver, and will prevent Stock-Jobbing of them. a

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'» IF the New Money, as faſt as Coind, were ſent into the Exchequer, and the 

_ Od, as it came 1n, ih to the Tower in lieu thereof ; all Payments hereafter 
out of the Exchequer to be made in New Money, and all Taxes paid in O!d': the 
New Money would quickly circulate through the Xingdom, and the Countrey be 
no more drain'd of its Caſh than as the King's Taxes do it gradually ; and this 
way, 'tis thonght, all the 0/4 Money in the Countrey will come to the Mint in 
leſs than Two Years, without any Trouble or Charge.
